It is believed that New-York, New-Jersey, 
Delaware, Maryland and South Carolina, have 
given no decided indication, and that in these 
the question is entirely open. Mr. Clay is 
known to have numerous influential friende in 
each of these States. His chances are equal to 
any, and superior to some of the candidates. 
They will not speculate upon the probable 
votes of those States, the changes that may hap- 
p, the combinations that may be formed, and 
thie events that may interveve. But, after the 
most dispassionate consideration of the subject, 
they are candidly of opivion that Mr. Clay will 
be returned to the House of Representatives. 
To the wisdom of that enlighted body, if it be 
unavoidable, they with confidence submit his 
claims. ; 
Entertaining the highest respect for the other 
candidates, they will not iedulge in any invidi- 
ous comparisons of their strength. But it may 
perhaps be assumed, that if from aay cause, Mr. 
Crawford should not receive the vote of New-

me oa the demand for it so great, we should have 
so few striking instances of its display. The pablica- 
tion of Madame de Stael’s work on Italy would have 
appeared sufficient to create a host of improvisatori. 
Not that we could have expected a Corrine among 
them all, but we might have had a great number 
imitators and humble rivals. The Italians indulge 
this vein. This is too narrow a limit for the talent. 
If any set ofpersons in any country were to accustom 
themselves ‘* to speak in numbers,” the numbers 
‘+ would come.”? The most wonderful improvisatore 
are not those commonly so called, but the great ora- 
tors of ancient and moder times, who, though they 
do not employ verse, exhibit all the powers of imagi- 
nation on a given subject, and within given limits. 
The most remarkable of the persons who have appear: 
ed as poetical improvisatore have generally shown lit- 
tle but an acquaintance with the common-places of 
poetry, and a command over the common phraseology 
of verse. Last night Seignor Pestrucci, who exhib.t- 
ed specimens of his talents at the Argyle Rooms, was 
scarcely an exception to this rule. The subjects 
which were given him were very various, and he 
treated them all with considerable skill, displaying 
gteat readiness in the invention of his metres, and 
stuiking animation in their rehearsal’ ‘The topics suc- 
cessfully suggested to him were—-Gold, or riches ; the | 
judgment of Brutus; the grealness of God, the 
power of nature ; the praises of Florence ; the death of 
Epaminondas ; Saul, and the power of female beauty, 
or the eyes of the ladies ; and the exploits of Monast- 
ello. With some of these he mus‘ have been famil- 
iar; but his fluency of language was so great, and his 
recitation so musical and animated, taat a numerous 
and respectable audience went away highly and just- ; 
ly pleased with his perforgance.—London Times.
